Mr. Gerard wrote: "I offer as my 
excuse the interest that America, 
in common with all the world, has 
in the preservation of British pros- 
perity."

consumption 
in a single 
month 


since Lake Halhert was put 
into 


use, 
the city of Corsicana used 
a 


total of 40,762,000 gallons 
during 


the month of July, an average of 
1,315,000 gallons per day. Previous 
high months were July, 1925, and 
August. 1929. 


Complete records of the work- 


ings of the water department since 
January, 1925, are on file in the 
office of George M. Crook, 
city 


chemist and 
sanitary 
engineer. 


These reports include the gallon- 
age pumped, tho number of hour- 
the pumps were in operation, and 
a sketch of the weather each day. 


Lake Halbert, filled to capacity, 


has an estimated volume of 
two 


and a quarter billion gallons 
of 


v-ater, and the lake was filled to 
the brim in May, 1930, according to 
Mr. Crook, with the water running 
over the spillways in greater vol- 
irne than ever before. 


About the middle of June 
the 


lake was lowered 23 1-2 inches to 
enable the State highway depart- 
ment to complete the bridge across 
the lake 
on 
the new highway. 


From June 29 to July 29 the high 
water mark was lowered thirteen 
inches by consumption and evap- 
oration. The city sanitary engin- 
eer asserted than on hot windy 
days the evaporation at the lake 
Is more than equal to the amount 
used by the citizens. 


Even though the city is using 


in the neighborhood of a million 
and a half pallons of water ech 24 
hour period, and with evaporation 
taking a similar toll it is estim- 
ated that there Is sufficient water 
in the municipal supply to serve 
the city for more than eighteen 
months with no danger of exhaus- 
tion, even without aeldij.ional rain- 
fall. 


Slightly Lower in August. 


Cloudy days 
in 
August 
have 


slightly lowered the average daily 
total of water used, but still the 
pumping equipment at the lake is 
in use from 18 to 22 hours a day. 
Few complaints have been receiv- 
ed on the quantity or quality of 
the water available to Corsicana 
citizens. 


All water turned into the 
city 


mains has 
been filtered, 
treated 


with alum, and then chlorinated 
to decrease the bacteriological con- 
tent as far as possible, according 
to city chemist. 
While the gov- 


ernment bureau allows a bacteria 
count of 100 for safe water, the 
average 
in Corsicana water will 


run from 10 to 30. 


At regular intervals the lake is 


treated to prevent upheavals caus- 
ed from decaying vegetable mat- 
ter, 
which turn the water a murky 


color and gives it an unpleasant, 
odor. 
While workmen were treat- 


ing the lake recently a "fish bait" 
was found, composed of a bale of

peratures and lack of rain. 


"Moderate to heavy showers oc- 


curred during the week over large 
areas of the more droughty sec- 
tions of the country," the report 
said. 
"These have brought mater- 


ial relief to many localities espe- 
cially in reviving pasture 
lands 


and improving late truck crops 
and gardens where they were not 
too far gone, in replenishing stock 
water, in some areas benefitting 
corn." 


In the southern portion of the 


corn belt the crop was so far 
gone before the rain* came that 
only a limited amount of the late-

Cotton Crop Reports. 


"As to the iotton crop, Texas had 


the highest weekly mean tempera- 
tures of the season, with only scat- 
tered showers in the west half and 
a few eastern localities," the week- 
ly report said.
